STOCKS PILING UP 

Again the cotton industry 
protested.’ But this time, instead 
of demanding a modification of 
purchase tax, it called for its 
total abolition. Once again, 
consumers were left in doubt as 
to the future level of cotton 
prices; and by thls time they 
were so confused that they 
stopped buying altogether. 

Meanwhile, stocks are con- 
tinuing to accumulate, and the 
situation has rapidly assumed 
“slunp" proportions, The in-= 
dustry is in a dilemma, Its

Members of the cotton trade 
find themselves in an unenviable 
position. On the one hand, they 
daro not repeat the mistake of 
drawing public altention to thelr 
difcultics for fear that it might 
further delay the resumption of 
buying.

The In- 
dustry points out, for instance, 
that this estimate Is based on 
sales at last year’s high Icvel. 
With gales at their present level 
the amount actually flowing into 
the Exchequer fram this source 
must be at a much Jawer annual 
rate. 

QGne of the worst aspects af the 
presont system of taxation has 
been its effect on the quality of 
Lancashire's products. Manu- 
facturors, with an cye to sales in 
the shong, have deyated more 
and more of thelr production to 
those textiles which escape taxa- 
tion, and this has sometimes 
resulted in a Inmentable - de~ 
basoment of quality. 

Lancashire industrialists resent

This does not exhaust the 
purchase tax controversy, for 
one of the industry's strongest 
arguments is that the incidence 
of this tax on hetter-quality 
textiles hampers the drive for 
new export markets.
